A nother w holesale 
jail 
delivery 
w as m ade here Monday m orning be 
tween eleven and twelve o ’clock, and 
Dfur prisoners m ade 
their 
escape. 
* This jail-break 
staged in broad dav 
light, w as th e boldest ever m ade by 
prisoners in a W ise county jail, an i 
w hen th e n ew s 
spread 
over 
town 
shortly after the delivery, the citi­ 
zens shook their heads and m ade the 
^ a ffa ir th e subject of jokes and puns. 
“ They say,” stated one citizen, “that 
only four prisoners left this time, the 
others refusing because they feared 
taking cold.” 
Another said he heard 
that the prisoners rem aining in the 
jail said they preferred w aiting until 
the w eather cleared up; 
that 
they 
would enjoy the outing m ore when 
warm 
springlike w eather came. The 
prisoners leaving were, Sam Turner, 
charged w ith burglary; Bill Carson, 
charged w ith abduction; W. H. Tay­ 
lor, forgery; Woods, theft. 
It 
is 
stated that the men were in the ru n ­ 
around of the jail room, and it was 
an easy m atter for 
them 
with 
a 
steel hack-saw to let them selves to 
liberty. 
An iron bar on a window 
on the north side oi the room was 
«awed in two, and through this op ­ 
ening the men crawled. 
Mrs. C ut - 
, Hingham, w ife of District Clerk W 
V. Cunningham, who lives two doors 
w est of the jail, saw the m en pass­ 
in g through the alley in the rear of 
the Cunningham home and she tele­ 
phoned Mr. Cunningham at his of­ 
fice in the courthouse. 
Clerk Cun­ 
ningham 
notified 
the sh e r iff’s de 


partm ent down stairs. 
A search was 
im m ediately 
instituted 
by 
Sheriff 
Malone and his 
deputies, 
but 
all 
trace of the men was lost, until late 
in the afternoon three of the prison­ 
ers w ere re-captured. 
D eputy Alex­ 
ander found two of the m en in a field 
lh the Oliver Creek country, but one 
got aw ay and is still at large. 
When 
Turner and Carson saw 
the 
deputy 
get out of a car near the field they 
broke and ran. 
The “ g o in g ” in the 
field w a s heavy and T urner surren­ 
dered. 
Carson kept going. 
Monday 
night Officer Yeary at Alvord arrest­ 
ed Taylor and Wooc*. 
This delivery makes the second to 
bp staged by prisoners in the W ise ! 
county jail during the 
last 
thirty 
days, a record never before equaled 
in this county. 
The jail was recency 
rebuilt and is considered one of the 
best and strongest in this section of I 
the state. 
The steel used 
in the j 
construction of the cell bars is the 
best, and 
it is 
guaranteed 
to 
be 
“saw proof.” 
The bars 
over 
the 
window s on the outside are m ade of 
ordinary steel and it is an easy mat­ 
ter for 
prisoners 
to saw 
through I 
them, and when prisoners are turned 
loose in the run-around they can he 
expected 
to make 
their 
get-away. 
For the second time in thirty days 
prisoners in the jail have sawed their 
way to liberty. 
The saw s are either 
carried into the jail by the prisoners 
or they are supplied the men while 
they are in the run-around by som e­ 
one on th e outside, is the opinion of 
the citizens investigating the matter.

February 2 7. 
Nell Umberson, 13, and Gladyse Solo- 
man, 15, were shot and killed at 4 
o’clock this m orning as they slept in 
bed at the home of the form er girl, 
thirty m iles east of here 
near Lock­ 
ney. 
Shortly after the killing, H ous­ 
ton Upton, 19, was found in a church 
two m iles from the Um berson horn?, 
su fferin g from what is belived to be 
a fatal bullet wuond. 
The youth was 
taken to his home, 
about 
fifteen 
m iles distant. 
U pton’s fam ily is prosperous, and 
the two girls were m em bers of w ell- 
to-do fam ilies of ranchers. 
A third girl Vera W ilson, 15, was 
in the sam e bed with the other two 
girls, and although fired upon, e s­ 
caped injury. 
It w as she w ho gave | 
the alarm, first 
aw akening 
Frank 
Umberson, brother of Nell, w ho was 
sleeping in an adjoining room. 
The 
Upton boy, it is said 
w as 
in 
love 
with Gladyse Solomon. 
The intruder entered the room in 
which the three girls w ere sleeping 
by opening a window 
and 
began 
shooting. 
The Solom on and W ilson 
girls had gone 
to 
the 
Umberson 
home to spend the night. 
The as­ 
sailant fled through the sam e w in­ 
dow that he had entered. 
Young Upton is said to have made 
a statem ent to his father, J. H. Up­ 
ton, a prom inent citizen 
of 
Floyd 
county and the sheriff, who went to 
the com m unity to investigate the af­ 
fair, confessing to the shooting. 
A statem ent by Vera W ilson de­ 
scribed the happenings Sunday after­ 
noon when Upton and Miss Solomon 
with others attended a B. Y. P. U. 
m eeting at the schoolhouse. 
According to Miss W ilson, Upton 
and the Solomon girl 
w ere 
sw eet­ 
hearts and quarreled on 
the 
wav 
home from the m eeting. 
The WL- 
son and .Solomon girls w ere spending 
the night at the 
Um berson 
home. 
The girls retired early in the even 
ing and early in the night Upton r e ­ 
turned to the Umberson place 
and 
hel(f a whispered conversation 
ac­ 
cording to Miss W ilson. 
The other 
girls questioned the 
Solom on 
girl 
about the oecurance. 
She began crying aud said she was 
scared. 
The girls w ent to sleep and 
tho 
W ilson girl w as awakened 
by 
th i 
shots at 4 o ’clock this morning. 
“ It w as lovers’ quarrel,” the W il­ 
son girl said. 
The girl in her statem ent to offi­ 
cers at the inquest held this morn- 
:ng said no lights were turned on in 
the room, her com panion being shot 
in the dark.

This created uneasiness in the minds 
of the officials.

and word cam e from Fort W orth that 
he had not been seen in 
that 
citv. 
Friday afternoon the tim e-lock click­ 
ed and the vault w as 
opened.

three and four thousand dollars

the bank’s funds w ere gone. 
In the 
private box of Mr. Giles 
which was 
in the vault, were found a letter to 
Mrs. Giles and a package of money 
addressed to her. 
The package con­ 
tained $180 in currency. 
In this let­ 
ter, wnich was w ritten by Giles, he 


stated that when she read the letter 
he would be in the “ middle of Mexi­ 
co.”

The m issing cashier is a member 
of one 
of the best

In addition to the regu­ 
lar bulletins there are a number pre­ 
pared especially for boys’ and girls* 
clubs and for persons beginning the 
poultry business without much knowl­ 
edge of Its requirements.

the production of eggs and meat. 
The department is giving special at­ 
tention to improving the quality of 
market e rgs with a view to overcom­ 
ing losses estimated at many millions 
of dollars annually.

T he words of 
j Jesus Christ are final. 
I. 
Jonah's 
Second 
Commission 
(vv. I, 2). 
When called the first tim e to go to 
Nineveh, he found the tesk too great 
for him. 
For his unfaithfulness, he 
was chastised. 
He repented and God 
restored his commission. 
T he Lord 
said to him, “Preach Hie preaching 
that I bid thee” (v. 2). 
God knows 
how’ lie wants His work done. 
Happy 
is the missionary, minister, Munday- 
school teacher, w’ho preaches God’s 
Word just us He gave it. 
II. Jonah's Preaching ( w . 3, 4). 
1. Ills field (v. 3). “Nineveh was an 
exceeding great city.” 
N ot only was 
tile city large, but Its Inhabitants were 
noted for their cruelty. 
2. His message (v. 4). 
“Yet forty 
days and Nineveh shall be overthrown.” 
This m eans that forty days were given 
by God for repentance ere the Judg­ 
ment would fall. 
God is long-suffer­ 
ing, not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should repent (II Pet. 3:9). 
Though He is merciful, yet there is 
a limitation to it. He says, “Yet forty 
days.” 
iii. The Repentance of Nineveh (vv. 
5-10). 
1. They believed God (v. 5). 
They 
believed that God was speaking to 
them through th** prophet about their 
sins and impending judgment. 
2. They proclaimed a fast (vv. 5-8). 
The king and people Joined sincerely 
In this movement. 
The call was for 
them to turn away from their sins. 
Their penitence was genuine, for they 
not merely put on sackcloth, the vis­ 
ible sign of mourning, hut they cried 
to God (v. 8). 
3. They reasoned that God would 
repent (v. 9). 
Though they had no 
assurance that God would have mercy, 
yet they reasoned that the sending of 
a prophet and the giving of a time 
before the fall of doom Implied that 
God would he merciful if they repent­ 
ed. 
They were wise in so doing. 
We 
today know that God will have mercy 
if we repent (Acts 3:19). 
What ut­ 
ter folly to go on in sin In the face 
of tile assurance that God will judge. 
5. God’s 
mercy 
shown 
(v. 
IO). 
“God saw their works that they turned 
from their evil way.” 
God’s eye is 
omniscient. 
Wherever there is a soul 
who is turning from sin In penitence, 
He sees. No one has ever wept over 
sin unnoticed by God. 
God rejoices 
when a sinner repents (Luke 15:10). 
In the Book of Jonah we have por­ 
trayed the typical history of Israel : 
“I. 
Jonah was called to a world 
mission, and so was Israel. (2) Jonah 
at first refused compliance with the 
divine purpose and plan, and so did 
Israel. 
(3) 
Jonah was punished by 
being cast into the sea 
and so was 
Israel by being dispersed amor g the 
nations. 
(4) 
Jonah was not lost, but 
rather especially preserved during this 
part of his experience, and Israel Is 
not being assimilated by the nations, 
but being kept for God. 
(5) Jonah, 
repentant and cast out by the Ash, is 
restored to life and action again, and 
Israel, rep* ntant and east out by the 
na to n s, shall he restored to her former 
national position. (6) Jonah, obedient, 
goes upon his mission to Nineveh, and 
Israel 
obedient, shall ultimately en­ 
gage iii her original mission to the 
world. (7) Jonah is successful in that 
his message is acted upon 
to the 
salvation of Nineveh, so Israel shall 
be blessed In that she shall he used 
to the conversion of the whole world.”
